COPPER—Domestic average 29.700c, ref’y. 


The market was troubled with work stoppages. How- 
ever, as the week ended it was almost certain that nor- 
mal operations in this country will be resumed shortly. 
Mine-Mill and Kennecott have reached an agreement 
and ratification by locals at all of the company’s major 
producing units has already taken place. Ratification of 
the agreement at Chino is momentarily expected. Ana- 
conda and Miami are still down. 


Anaconda’s Potrerillos mine in Chile has been struck, 
and some departments at Chuquicamata have indulged 
in sitdown strikes, all in sympathy with the work stop- 
page at Kennecott’s El Teniente mine, now in its second 
week, 

Strikes have cut into production to such an extent that 
the market is expected to remain firm over the re- 
mainder of the year. 


LEAD—144c, N. Y. (f.a.s. Gulf 12%4c) 


Producers were satisfied with the volume of business 
booked during the last week, and, with the Government 
again in the market the price situation was character- 
ized as firm. A steady London market was another favor- 
able factor. Quotations here were easily maintained on 
the basis of 144%4c a pound, first announced on Aug. 25. 


Sales of lead in the domestic market for the week that 
ended yesterday totaled 6,133 tons, which compares with 
8,564 tons in the preceding week. 


The GSA announced that it will accept offers of lead 
for its September quota. This marks the fourth consecu- 
tive month of buying for the stockpile. There appears 
to be no doubt but that the GSA will pay the going 
market price of 14%c for its current purchases. 


ZINC—Illic, East St. Louis. (f.a.s. Gulf 942c) 


There was a steady call for Prime Western zinc from 
galvanizers, but business booked in Special High Grade 
and Regular High Grade was nothing to get excited 
about. The price situation was unchanged. Most opera- 
tors believe the outlook favors sellers because of the 
support that has been coming into the market through 
the Government’s buying program. 


GSA announced during the week that it is open for 
offers of zinc for September under the same conditions 
announced on prior sales, The deliveries against Sep- 
tember offers are to be completed by Nov, 15. 


TIN—93c, prompt, N. Y. 


Consumers here bought sparingly and quotations moved 
within narrow limits. The London market steadied to- 


ward the close on reports that Continental consumers 
again became buyers following settlement of a labor 
dispute at metallurgical plants in West Germany,

Spot quicksilver is almost unobtainable except in small 
lots fer which holders are asking $295 and upward. On 
larger quantities for September-October delivery quo- 
tations varied between $290 and $295 per flask.

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U.S. June Lead Imports 
Down Slightly from May 


Imports of lead into the U. S. in June 
were 41,818 short tons, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by the American Bureau 
of Metal Statistics from Census Bureau 
data. May imports were 42,195 tons. 

Total lead imports for the U. S. for the 
first six months of this year were 215,234 
short tons. For the first six months of 
1953 322,922 tons were imported, more 
than 50% above this year’s imports. This 
year’s imports of lead in ore and matte 
of 74,561 tons is greater than last year 
when 69,359 tons were imported in the 
first half. Refined lead imports this year 
were 140,624 tons and last year 252,758 
tons were imported by the end of June. 

Imports of refined lead from Mexico 
declined from 108,152 short tons in the 
first half of last year to 36,538 tons in the 
comparable period of this year. Refined 
lead from Peru declined from 32,305 tons 
last year to 8,755 tons in the first six 
months of this year. Imports from Aus- 
tralia and Yugoslavia also dropped by 
sizeable amounts.

The U. S. exported 95 tons of refined 
lead in June, of which 80 tons went to 
the Philippines. In May 49 tons were ex- 
ported with 33 tons to the Philippines. 


Copper Cities Mining Co. 


E. H. Westlake, president of Miami 
Copper Co., in a report to stockholders, 
said mining operations and production 
of copper concentrates at Copper Cities 
Mining Co., a wholly-owned subsidiary, 
commenced early in August, and added: 

“Four sections of the concentrator are 
currently being operated and it is antic- 
ipated that the remaining three sections 
will be in operation before the end of the 
year, bringing the plant to full produc- 
tion. However, because of limited pro- 
duction during this breaking-in period 
and the time required to convert con- 
centrates into marketable electrolytic 
copper, it is not expected that Copper 
Cities will contribute materially to this 
year’s consolidated income. Full-scale 
operations of that company will be re- 
flected in the results for the year 1955.” 


Atlas Corp. Buys Uranium Mine 


The Atlas Corporation, an investment 
company, has extended its holdings in 
the uranium field by acquiring the mine 
and adjacent claims of Vernon J. Pick. 
The property, located in southeastern 
Utah, was acquired at a cost of $9-mil- 
lion. Floyd B. Odlum, president of Atlas, 
said plans are under study to build a 
mill near the property to treat even 
lower-grade ores than those now being 
mined. 


Lead Consumption in June 
Totaled 94,965 Tons 


Lead consumption (primary and sec- 
ondary) totaled 94,965 tons in June, 5% 
higher than in May, according to the 
Bureau of Mines. Of all lead consumed, 
approximately 72% was used in the pro- 
duction of metal products, 12% in pig- 
ments, 14% in tetraethyl fluid, and 2% 
in miscellaneous and unclassified uses. 

Cable covering absorbed 11,804 tons in 
June, against 9,971 tons in May. Bat- 
teries (metal and oxides) consumed 
29,440 tons of lead in June, against 27,486 
tons in the preceding month, Tetraethyl 
lead manufacture consumed 13,437 tons 
of lead in June, compared with 15,190 
tons in May. These three outlets took 
58% of all the lead consumed in June. 

Consumers’ stocks of lead increased 
for the fourth consecutive month, from 
114,830 tons at the end of May to 119,416 
tons at the end of June. Increases were 
reported in all classes except percentage 
metals. Stocks of refined soft lead at 
consumers’ plants on June 30 totaled 
79,531 tons, which compares with 76,135 
tons on May 31. Stocks of antimonial 
lead showed little change, with 18,313 
tons on hand as June ended, 


Suspends Scrap Metal Duties 


President Eisenhower signed on Aug. 
27 House Resolution 8155 which extends 
until June 30, 1955, the suspension of 
import duties on most types of scrap 
metals. 

The bill excludes lead scrap and in- 
cludes zinc scrap only if imported under 
terms of a written contract entered into 
prior to July 1, 1954. 

The Defense Department sought the 
legislation because import duties on 
scrap metal would tend to increase the 
cost of military equipment. 


Chrome Ore Talks Fail 


The Turkish delegation to the U.S. 
which has been negotiating for the sale 
of chrome ore has returned to Istanbul 
“with the mission unfulfilled,” accord- 
ing to Reuters. Terms offered by the 
U.S. were said to be too low, Involved in 
the proposed deal were 100,000 tons of 
chrome ore.

Kaiser's Expanded Aluminum 
Facilities at Near Capacity 

Kaiser Aluminum & Chemical Corp. 
reported record sales of $226-million for 
the fiscal year ended May 31, 1954, an 
increase of 29% over the previous year.
